Governor, 



The Department has spent a total of approximately $32M since 1992 on this project. This 
includes 2 environmental impact statem.ents, right of way purchases, permitting, 
geotechnical investigations and design. 



In calendar year 2008, we have paid $261,020 to ADF&G for RSA's to do wildlife monitoring 
as part of our mitigation commitments. We have one staff person (our project 
environmental coordinator) working on permit and lawsuit issues. We have on-going 
Department of Law costs associated with the environmentalist's federal lawsuit over the 
NEPA actions. Additionally we have purchased $354,462 worth of piles and have an ongoing 
storage fee of around $4K/month. 



In conversations with the Corps of Engineers last Friday, the Colonel has signed the 
permit and is sending it to EPA for their review. It is anticipated that we could receive 
the permit this month. My plan has been, once the permit is issued, to have the policy 
discussion with you on what our next move should be. 



There is a total of about $106M of federal, state match and GF indentified for the 1st 
phases of this project. The current STIP has approximately $16M of federal funds 
identified. Federal regulations require that we fully fund an open phase. Currently 
phase 2 and phase 3 are open for this project. ' Phase 2 must be funded through the plans 
specifications and estimate process and phase 3 requires funding to complete ROW. 



As you know Juneau Access is the backbone piece to implementation of the Southeast Alaska 
Transportation Plan and provides greater access to the state capital. While there remains 
a ferry link, this will be much less expensive than the current ferry trip from Haines or 
Skagway to Auke Bay. Additionally replacing this length of ferry service with a shuttle 
will be instrumental in containing AMHS costs.

Washington, DC - The dynamics of the Intersection of race and gender were the focus 
of research findings released today at the national symposium Research to Roadmap: 
Accelerating the Growth of Businesses Owned by Women of Color convened by the 
Center for Women's Business Research. 

The research is the first release of the results of a multi-year study conducted by the 
Center for Women's Business Research in partnership with Babson College exploring 
the impact of race and gender on the growth of businesses owned by women who are 
African-American, Asian, Latina and other ethnicities. Women of color are starting 
businesses at rates three to five times faster than all other businesses. However, once 
In business, their growth lags behind all other fimns. 

"It is important that as a country and a business community, we learn how to support the 
growth of this dynamic sector of women business owners," said Margaret A. Smith, 
chair. Center for Women's Business Research. "This research encourages action and 
helps public- and private-sector policy makers formulate well grounded decisions to 
increase opportunities for the nearly two million businesses owned by women of color." 

The lead sponsors for this first of its kind project are Sam's Club and Wachovia 
Corporation. 

The research found that being a business owner who is a woman of color can evoke 
misperceptions about business capacity, result in lessened access to capital for 
business growth, create the challenge of balancing the expectations and demands of 
running a business and being part of a diverse culture, and increase the difficulty of 
attracting top talent. The research also pointed out that many women business owners 
of color have a double bottom line. They work to give back to their communities as well 
as for profits. 

The top business operations issues ~ human resources; cash flow and access to capital; 
marketing competencies; and access to decision makers and potential strategic partners 
~ become more challenging because of the factors of race and gender. 

Businesses owned by women of color are a substantial economic force. The Center for 
Women's Business Research's biennial update of the number, revenues and 
employment trends for these businesses was released at the symposium. The findings, 
undenvritten by Wells Fargo, showed strong growth. Between 2002 and 2008, the 
number of such firms increased by 32 percent, their revenues by a dramatic 48 percent, 
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and their employment by 27 percent. The Center estimates that as of 2008 there are 1 .9 
million firms owned by women of color, employing 1.2 million workers and bringing in 
$165 billion in revenues. Women of color comprise 26 percent of all women-owned 
firms. 

"Even before I came on the Board of the Center for Women's Business Research, I 
followed this nonprofit research institute closely - as it brought credibility and visibility to 
women business owners as an economic force," said Sheila Brooks, national 
spokesperson. Accelerating the Growth of Businesses Owned by Women of Color. 
"Now, once again, the Center has shown the courage to take on an issue that no one 
else was willing to discuss openly - the issues specific to women business owners who 
are of diverse races and ethnicities." 

Five one-day research forums were held across the country. Babson College conducted 
two case studies on women business owners of color and provided educational content 
at all forums. As part of the research methodology, participants identified obstacles at 
the personal, community, and national levels. They prepared action plans on three of 
their obstacles. The Center tracks the progress of their plans for one year following 
each fomm. The final report including a performance evaluation for these plans will be 
released in early 2009. 

A prestigious consortium of corporate and association sponsors funded Accelerating the 
Growth and Success of Businesses Owned by Women of Color. Over the time frame of 
the study a total of fifteen corporations invested in the research. In 2008, the corporate 
sponsors are: Sam's Club; Wachovia Corporation; Wells Fargo Bank; Verizon; OPEN 
from American Express; Time Warner, UPS Capital, MasterCard; American Airlines; 
Ernst & Young; United States Postal Service (USPS); and PepsiCo. 

Leading women business owner organizations and other non-profit organizations have 
recognized the importance of this research to the women's entrepreneurship community 
and have taken a sponsorship position. They are: the National Association of Women 
Business Owners (NAWBO); National Women's Business Council (NWBC); Women 
Impacting Public Policy (WIPP); Women's Business Enterprise National Council 
(WBENC); Women Presidents' Organization (WPO); and Women's Leadership 
Exchange (WLE). 

The study has many implications for the public sector, corpot"ations, national policy 
makers, and for women business owners themselves.

Women Business Owners 

• Expand networks outside your immediate community. 

• Support one another - create and sustain affinity groups.

My son doesnt speak as well as others but can be understood and he is very loving and he 
loves music. These kids love music and Craig loves to sing karaoke! Don't let anyone ever 
tell you your son cant do something — he can do anything that anyone else can do. My son 
graduated from the same high school my daughter is graduating from this year. He graduated 
last year right after he turned 

22, so it took a bit longer. He was in special classes but also mainstreamed for some 
classes. Your son will need you to work with him alot; (repetition is what they need) and 
he should be in infant stimulation classes; We had flastocards I made with pictures and we 
would work on him saying what it was everyday; Now Craig has a job in a Workshop for the 
handicapped and although he can be stubborn, he does pretty well. His favorite thing is 
watching Disney movies and going on trips, especially to Disney World where he is going on 
May 30. 

He has it counted down on the calendar and tells me a million times a day how many days it 
is til we go to Florida. I just was hoping to encourage you and to tell you that you 
should never treat him as "retarded"-- he can do anything any other kid can do if you work 
with him- -some people who dont work with their kids then those kids never learn to talk-- 
when he looks at a dog, tell him dog etc. and he will learn to talkl Talk to him all the 
time and identify things. I wanted to send a picture of Craig but I cant on this form. . .

I know it is not pleasant 
news to learn that your baby is down syndrome. I too had a baby later in life and my 
mother thought she looked like a mongoloid. That was 24 years ago. In looking back on 
the pictures, I might have to agree with her. What I can look at today and see as a 
blessing, is that Amanda had Asthma. I was just beginning to learn about herbs, my mother 
had studied them for years, and used Lobelia to calm her bronchials when she had an asthma 
attack. Then we were introduced to a green barley juice. I put her and my son, who was 
two, on the juice. I no longer gave them milk to drink but gave them this juice instead. 
After their first serving they no longer had another asthma attack. Why am I telling you 
this? We have not been to a doctor since the birth of my daughter 24 years ago, so I do

Mike thanks for giving me the opportunity to articulate the four (4) '^big picture" 
priorities for the Department of Health and Social Services. I hope you will hear the 
overriding theme for our future direction: helping individuals and families create safe 
and healthy communities. 
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(1) . Substance Abuse - substance abuse affects every family and community in Alaska. It 
is a contributing factor in suicides, crime, unemployment, domestic violence, child abuse, 
school dropouts, juvenile delinquency, etc. Although we have a number of initiatives 
underway designed to prevent the use of alcohol and other drugs (i.e. the Prevention of 
Underage Drinking Initiative) and treat those with serious substance abuse/chemical 
dependency problems - we need to develop a public/private partnership and long term 
strategy to significantly reduce the use of alcohol and other drugs in our State. 



(2) Health and Wellness - we have a population that has excessive rates of tobacco 
use, binge drinking, cancer, heart disease, sexually transmitted diseases, cardio- 
pulmonary problems, diabetes and obesity (especially in kids) . We need to work to ensure 
people take "Personal Responsibility" for their own health and wellbeing. 



(3) Healthcare Reform - our health care system continues to be fragmented and 
uncoordinated and .... frankly doesn't produce the kinds of outcomes we expect. Our 
Medicaid budget has grown to $1.2 billion dollars and supports a broad array of programs 
and services - but is it the best mix of services for the money we spend? The Medicaid 
"benefit package" needs to be re-configured to better meet the health needs of Medicaid 
recipients and their families in a more cost effective and efficient manner. We also need 
to address the uninsured problem in Alaska because "we" are paying for "very expensive" 
care through increased use of emergency rooms and people waiting too long to get care - 
resulting in more serious, chronic conditions. Implementing a disease management program 
is a potential solution. 



(4) Long Term Care - Seniors are our fastest growing population in Alaska. What kinds 
of services do we want for our aging parents (and grandparents) in order to keep them at 
home in their own communities? The services currently range from in home supports like 
personal care assistance, assisted living homes (i.e. the Pioneer Homes) to nursing homes. 
Is this the best configuration? We are developing a strategic plan to determine how best 
to meet the needs of our aging population over the next decade and beyond. 



This is a very "broad brush", high level description of what we think we should focus on 
over the next 2+ years. Needless to say we still need to ensure kids are safe through our 
Office of Children's Services, that both kids and communities are safe through our 
Juvenile Justice programs, that developmentally disabled kids and adults have access to 
quality services and supports, that individuals and families get the kind of financial and 
vocational supports they need through our Public Assistance programs and that we continue 
to ensure we successfully fulfill our numerous public health functions.

(This newsletter column is the letter the Juneau legislative delegation sent to the 
governor May 5 asking her to reconsider her acceptance of the disaster cabinet's 
recommendation to not declare the catastrophic Snettisham avalanche event a disaster. The 
governor has not yet responded.

Dear Gov. Palin: 



Your press office has issued a statement noting you agree with the recommendation 
from the disaster cabinet that the Snettisham avalanche power emergency falls short of 
qualifying for a disaster. We ask that you reconsider that decision after you receive the 
disaster cabinet's written findings. 

This request is predicated upon three concerns: 

1 . the disaster cabinet decision limits the definition of a disaster too narrowly and 
your acceptance of the cabinet's decision precludes you from exercising the same latitudes 
exercised by your predecessors; 

2. the disaster cabinet decision presupposes decisions not yet made by federal 
agencies and limits the ways the Alaska congressional delegation can work with federal 
agencies that actually may be able to assist Juneau residents; and 

3. any decision to accept the disaster cabinet recommendation, without written 
findings that outline the criteria used by the disaster cabinet and the areas in which the 
City and Borough of Juneau application fell short, seems premature. 

First, we believe the disaster cabinet erred by defining a disaster too narrowly. You 
are very familiar, given your long association with the Bristol Bay fishery, with the July 
18, 1997, state disaster declaration premised on the Bristol Bay salmon run collapse. 
Governor Tony Knowles declared a disaster based on a temporary economic setback for 
certain classes of Bristol Bay residents. His disaster declaration provided state economic 
assistance totaling more than $2 million to fish harvesters, crewmembers, cannery workers, 
and subsistence fish harvesters who faced economic hardship following the natural disaster 
in the Bay. 

The disaster cabinet leader appears to have used another comparable to explain the 
disaster cabinet's failure to recommend you declare the Snettisham avalanche aftermath a 
disaster. Several press reports quote General Campbell citing a January 1, 2005, disaster

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declaration for the village of Kaktovik. He explains Juneau's situation is not as dire 
because the utility that provides hydroelectric power has diesel backup capacity so there 
are no life or safety implications. 

The general's sole use of the Kaktovik comparable ignores other disaster declarations 
with a broader definition of disaster, including any disaster based on economic hardship. 
Gov. Knowles' Bristol Bay decision based on economic impacts — allowed in statute then and 
now — rested on the understanding that statutes allow an important, and broader, disaster 
definition. That definition is not so narrow as the example put forth by the disaster 
cabinet suggests. 

Gov. Knowles, with his Bristol Bay declaration, clearly understood the implications 
of economic hardship (so, we believe, do you given your intervention in the Mat Maid 
situation predicated on economic setbacks for a smaller group of Alaskans). In fact. Gov. 
Knowles built upon his 1997 Bristol Bay disaster declaration with a 1998 Western Alaska 
fish disaster declaration that provided more than $6 million in state assistance and 
helped secure another $18 million from federal agencies. 

To finish this point, we believe acceptance of the disaster cabinet recommendation 
limits your powers to assist economically stressed Juneau residents and that limitation 
not only leaves economically stressed residents here without assistance but constrains 
decisions you or your successors may need to make in the future. You have the same power 
to assist and mitigate economic hardships caused by the Snettisham avalanche that Gov. 
Knowles had in 1997 and 1998 in Bristol Bay and Western Alaska. The questions simply are: 
whether you wish to use that power; and, if not, whether departure from precedent set in 
Bristol Bay and Western Alaska limits future options for you and future governors. 

Our concerns about limiting federal assistance are more straightforward. Failure to 
declare a state disaster, even though economic hardship disasters have been invoked by 
your predecessor, limits our congressional delegation's ability to engage the assistance 
of the federal government. In a discussion with General Campbell the day he announced the 
disaster cabinet recommendation, he said indications from the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) led him to believe that the Snettisham situation would not meet guidelines 
used by federal agencies . 

With all due respect, we believe the most important communications with federal 
agencies, including FEMA, will be the ones initiated by our congressional delegation 
following a state disaster declaration. Any conversation by any member of your disaster 
cabinet that ends without a definitive and written denial by federal policy makers takes 
our congressional delegation completely out of the picture. 

We note here that both Sens. Ted Stevens and Lisa Murkowski expressed concern with 
your disaster cabinet's recommendation. 

Finally, we don't yet know the criteria applied by the disaster cabinet in its 
consideration of the Snettisham avalanche application. In a conversation with General 
Campbell shortly after the disaster cabinet recommendation was announced and just an hour 
or so before your press office noted you accepted the cabinet's recommendation, he noted 
the written recommendation from the disaster cabinet to you would not be complete for at 
least two days. He made that point after he was asked to outline the criteria used by your 
disaster cabinet and to point out where the City and Borough of Juneau request fell short. 

We understand his reluctance to respond to a request from a legislator for written 
criteria before the written criteria are provided to you. But if the written finding 
outlining the criteria used (or not used) was not going to be available to you for two 
days, we urge you to simply note that your decision to accept the recommendation was 
preliminary and subject to change after your analysis of any written report so your final 
judgment could more fully be based upon the criteria used and your understanding of 
precedent — especially the Bristol Bay and Western Alaska disaster declarations. 

Governor, we appreciate your consideration of the points raised in this letter. 
Enclosed are two previous letters from members of the Juneau legislative delegation about 
the Snettisham avalanche consequences that have not yet been responded to by any member of 
your office. 

In conclusion, we invite you to meet with folks in Juneau about the hardships many 
Juneau residents face before you finalize your decision based on the written report from

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the disaster cabinet. We can facilitate meetings with the United Way, Catholic Community 
Services, St. Vincent de Paul, the AWARE shelter, the Juneau Economic Development Council, 
the mayor and assembly, Alaska Electric Light and Power, or any other person or entity you 
may wish to discuss the issue with. 

We can also arrange a fly-by of the avalanche that forced AEL&P to shift to diesel- 
generated power, pushing electric rates far higher than any other community in the state 
pays and tipping many of our neighbors into economic distress. If this doesn't fit your 
schedule, we would be happy to do the same for Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell, your chief of staff, 
or any other designee.

Is there money in the budget for the 
more Juneau rd planning? If there is, I need to know where it is, how much, etc. The rd is 
not a priority for our admin, esp knowing the Corps may not even permit it. 



"I'm not clear on what the ADN refers to re: cont work on the project, except for the fact 
we're waiting for the Corps to tell us whether it is even permittable. If it is, THEN 
policy decisions are made regarding spending any more money on this project or not. What 
money is being spent today, before we even know of the Corps' decision? My \inderstanding 
is we're NOT spending money on the project at this time, that it's essentially at a stand- 
still until the Corps does its thing with its evaluation. Thanks"

1. EPA RESISTS PRESSURE FOR EXTRA WASTE-TO-ETHANOL RFS 
CREDITS 

The renewable fuels and solid waste industry are said to be concerned with 
EPA reluctance to offer additional credits for developing waste-to-ethanol 
and other sources that exceed the greenhouse gas (GHG) reduction goals of 
the recent energy law's renewable fuel standard (RFS). The Industry may 
ask Congress to intervene by passing legislation granting more credits to 
developers of very low carbon fuels. President Bush in (December signed the 
energy law requiring the production of 36 billion gallons of renewable fuels 
by 2022, with 21 billion gallons to come from advanced biofiiel or other 
than corn-based, such as fuel from garbage. An EPA abstract acknowledges 
that MSW Is a plentiful feedstock and the fuel made from this source could 
realize significant GHG reductions in comparison to other biofuels. It states 
that 77% of the 251 million tons generated annually could be used to make 
biofuel, an energy equivalent to 10.7 billion gallons of gasoline. Other 
benefits are numerous: MSW is generated near population centers, so it 
would not need to be transported very far, its use as a fuel source would 
not require land-use changes as does corn, and keeping it out of landfills 
avoids methane released during decomposition. Although there are 
currently no commercial scale facilities that turn garbage into biofuel, 
numerous companies are moving ahead with plans for facility 
construction. ..Read More » 



2. EPA REGION 5 CHIEF RESIGNS AFTER DISPUTE 

The head of the US EPA's l^idwest Office (Region 5) has resigned over a 
dispute with agency leadership involving enforcement actions against Dow 
Chemical Co. Mary Gade, whose departure is the latest in a string of public 
conflicts within the agency, is a former corporate attorney and Bush 
campaign adviser, who said that she had been forced to resign. The conflict 
appears to stem from failed negotiations between her office and Dow 
Chemical over cleanup actions related to dioxin contamination in the 
TIttabawassee River system. John Musser, a Dow Chemical spokesman, said 
that Ms. Gade's office asked Dow "to do things that were not consistent with 
national guidelines or national policy." Dow took Its case to Washington 
where it argued unfair treatment by the local office. EPA director Stephen 
Johnson has been under fire by congressional democrats for overruling staff 
in disputes such as denying California permission to regulate greenhouse- 
gas emissions from automobiles, or even toformally declare greenhouse-gas 
emissions a threat to public welfare, a legal prerequisite to their regulation. 



PLAN TO FORGE E-WASTE BILL STALLS WITH RESIGNATION 
OF KEY PROPONENT 

A bipartisan plan to forge a national policy for electronic waste that would 
require EPA to ban land-disposal of the waste has stalled after its chief 
proponent. Rep. Albert Wynn (D-MD), resigned his chairmanship of a key 
House environmental subcommittee last month. The plan as detailed in a 
concept paper had already drawn criticism from EPA, states. Industry and 
environmental groups. It now appears that it will take a year or more to for 
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an e-waste bill to pass Congress. A number of states have enacted their 
own programs for deaiing with e-waste. The e-waste plan was meant to 
meld the disjointed patchworic of state measures into a consistent federal 
program. The concept paper calls for amending the Resource Conservation 
& Recovery Act to include a subtitle to cover e-waste, advocates banning 
land disposal of e-waste, seeks EPA oversight for minimum standards for 
state programs and requires greater notification and consent for the export

4. CHICAGO DUMPS CONTROVERSIAL BLUE BAG PROGRAM 

The City of Chicago will end Its controversial blue bag recycling program in 
favor of blue cart system similar to that which has been deployed in many 
other cities. The city had already been abandoning the program, 
implemented in 1995, which failed to gain traction and was marred in 
controversy. The city will distribute carts to another 92,000 households this 
year, bringing service to nearly a third of the 600,000 homes in the city and 
add 140,000 more homes per year from 2009 through 2011. Under the blue 
bag program, residents had been aslced to place recyclables in plastic bags 
, that were comingled with regular trash and then sorted later at recycling 
facilities. The city claimed a 25% diversion rate although studies showed 
that few residents actually used the blue bags resulting in an actual 
diversion rate closer to 8%. The city had also begun allowing much of 
Chicago's residential waste to bypass the expensive sorting centers built 
expressly for the blue bag program. Especially, since politically connected 
private haulers never embraced the program either.. .Read More » 



5. WASTEQUIP MAY CLOSE SOME OPERATIONS AS IT 
STREAMLINES 

Waste handling equipment manufacturer Wastequip has deployed a 
restructuring initiative that will involve the closure of some production 
facilities, under the guise of creating a "greener" company, the intention is 
to improve efficiencies through streamline operations and improved 
customer support. The company has made dozens of acquisitions in recent 
years and then was itself acquired by a private equity fund in late 2006. The 
company now operates 35 manufacturing plants but has not disclosed how 
many of those will be closed. Management said that it expects to have a 
better idea in the next 45 to 60 days as the plan takes shape.. .Read More » 

6. CRRAASiinAi^ 

The Connecticut state senate has unanimously passed a bill that barrs the 
Connecticut Resources Recovery Authority (CRRA) from building a 
despareatly needed ash landfill near the town of Franklin. If passed by the 
House, it will throw years of plans by the agency to replace its Hartford 
landfill, already slated for closure this year, with much needed space for ash 
residue from the state's bum plants. Paul Nonnenmacher, a spokesman for 
the CRRA, said that "If this bill passes, the legislature is turning over a 
significant part of solid waste system to out-of-state companies, over which 
Connecticut has no control." Even without Interfereence from the 
legislature, the 350-acre Franklin site would not be ready until 2011 at the 
earliest. If built, it would accomodate about 300 thousand tons of ash per 
year brought there on 60 trucks per day...

ENVIRONMENT'S FIRST QUARTER 

Veolia Environnement said first-quarter revenues rose 16.6% to 9.086 
billion Euros from a year-earlier 7.795 billion, but that its gross operating 
profit grew more slowly due to lower margins for recent acquisitions and 
certain contracts.

I 
also would like to offer my sympathy for some of the comments I've read on the adn.com 
message board following Steve Quinn's article. 

On a personal note, while you've said the initial reaction to your son's diagnosis of 
Down's was a disappointment, I believe everything happens for a reason, I think that your 
family situation raises a perfect opportunity to address the disabled support services 
industry that is currently as the Department of Labor says is an "industry in crisis." 

Speaking personally, the lack of health care, vacation or sick leave, seldom pay raises, 
or other benefits for caregivers of the disabled is only the beginning. 

I had a incident about two years ago with a client of mine, where during an episode he 
struck me with an open hand, rupturing my eardriim, and I was forced to have surgery to 
repair it. At the time I worked with him 7 days a week, 4 hours a day, but he was also my 
roommate. Because of this my work comp for the surgery was denied because the insurance 
company said I was not blanketed by work comp 24/7. And with no insurance from my 
employer, I was left with a $8,000 bill for the surgery. 

This type of issue is not uncommon, and some caregivers have even been killed by clients. 
My own opinion is that if you want to answer your critics like the ones on the adn message 
board, you should face this issue head on and work to bring stability to our industry that 
Trig will likely need support from.

Litigation has been underway in federal court regarding the National Environmental 
Protection Act (NEPA) and other federal law issues such as the Bald Eagle Act for over a 
year.

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Walt Monegan says he talked with the City Public Works Director on Tuesday. The City has 
two police officers and there's one tribal officer. The tribal officer is apparently the 
one who made contact with him at the Alaska Native Justice Conference. Potentially, he 
could be asked to carry out the banishment. If I understood Walt correctly, it sounds 
like this officer is uncomfortable about this dispute. 



I spoke with the school principal yesterday — and he said he had not heard anything about 
plans to enforce the banishment, but he did express support for the Police Chief, Aaron 
Parker — and appreciates how well he's worked with the school. The school is about a mile 
and a half a way from the main part of town, so if there is a conflict, it should be out 
of harm's way. 



DCRA's specialist Ralph Andrews, who is based in Dillingham, says his contacts have told 
him they haven't heard much discussion about the banishment in the village. 



Hopefully this will not get any momentum and fizzle. 



I did pass on some background information about this controversy to Sharon Leighow and 
Rosanne Hughes, just in case there are problems and they need to respond to media 
inquiries. I told them that Walt and Talis would be the main sources for information.

1 promised him that I would emai you and the Commissioner of the 
Department of Administration with his complaint. I am also copying my division director since our division 
is responsible for the State of Alaska's telecommunications. Mr. Hashagen stated that he had talked with 
someone in the Commissioner's office several weeks ago, but he never heard from anyone via phone or 
mail. He did not recall who he had talked with. 

Here's the situation. The residents in his area no longer have land lines since cell phones were deployed. 
In order to make a call, they have to row out into the middle of the bay to get cell phone connection. They 
have to do this even in bad seas if a cad needs to be made. 

His complaint is not being able to talk to a live person whenever he calls State of Alaska numbers during 
normal business hours (8:00am until 5:00pm). All he gets are auto attendants or to leave a voice 
message. He can't just sit in a skiff for hours waiting for someone to call him back. In addition, he has also 
found that many state employees don't update their voice messages if they are on leave or out of their 
office for an extended time. He would like to call and at least have the option to get to another live person. 
He added, "This is inefficient for the public and other government employees as well. We have advanced 
communication technology; but we have a breakdown in communication because State of Alaska 
employees use that technology not to answer their phones. It should be a given if a customer calls the 
state government, they are able to reach a live person." 

Under the previous Meridian phone system our telephones were programmed to either. 



10/15/2009 
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1} go to the Information Operator when the customer pressed during the voice message they were 
listening to 

2) go to another employee in that section that you are calling when you press 

3) go to the Division receptionist when you press 

What I found by calling assorted numbers in my own division as a test and pressing during the voice message: 

1) some went into a loop "insisting" you leave a voice message at the callee's voice mailbox 

2) some rolled to the division receptionist 

3) the ETS Help Center's staff personal lines roll to another Help Center analyst phone 

We all know that the State of Alaska has a high staff turnover. I deal with State employees daily and whether they 
are brand new to the State or have been with the state a long time, they need to be trained in their positions. Most 
employees are not showed how to use their phones on their desk. It's assumed they know how to use any type of 
phone. Each system has unique capabilities. The Enterprise Technology Services Division provides the following 
site to assist in learning the current telephone system: 
http://www.state.ak.us/local/akpaqes/ADMIN/infoA/olPphoneTraininq.ppt 

However, most employees do not know this site even exists. Also, the site does not have the directions for State 
of Alaska staff to reprogram their phone to redirect callers. I have Included those directions below. Telephone 
etiquette is no longer a priority. I too encounter auto attendants and voice mails ail day long due to the nature of 
my job duties. But I have the luxury of being able to sit at my desk to receive callbacks versus sitting in a skiff in 
the middle of a bay waiting for a call from someone that I don't know is even going to call me back. During my 20 
years as a State of Alaska employee, 1 have seen a serious decline in quality custorrar service. We seem to be 
making it harder for the public to perform business with the State. We don't want to have live contact anymore. It 
is assumed that everyone has a computer, and they know how to use it. I work with internal and external 
customers all day long, and that is truly not the case. 

Lastly, I supervise the State's Infonnation Operators. They answer an average of 100 plus calls a day. I answer 
their calls during their breaks and lunch times if their normal backup is not available, i am always told, "I am so 
glad to be talking to a real person. Can you assist me in finding...?" Over 40% of those calls are customers trying 
to find the division that administers a particular service. 

Cisco VOIP phones can be programmed by each SOA employee to redirect callers; 

-log into your voice mail 

-select option 4 (setup options) 

-select option 3 (personal settings) 

-select option 4 (alternate contact number) 

-listen to that number that is currently programmed 

-select option 1 to change that number 

-enter the new 4-digit number followed by a pound (#) sign (note: after the full deployment of the VOIP phones — 

this step will change to 'enter the new 7-digit number... ') 

-then press star/asterisk (*) to exit 

Please note that employees' phones that are part of auto attendants may already be programmed a certain way 
vwthin that auto attendant; and that should be checked before an employee makes any changes to their phone. 

I am going to mail Mr. Hashagen a copy of this email as a confimriation that I did send his complaint to the 
Governor's office and to the Department of Administration's Commissioner's office.

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I just received a phone call from Tony Brock with BP notifying me that the Prudhoe Bay 
field is currently shut down. Deadhorse has had phase 2 and 3 weather conditions with a 
lot of snow. BP believes that an airline for the fuel gas system ruptured, which resulted 
in the power plant shutting down, and eventually the entire field (approximate time 12:30 
am today) . 



BP has currently re-established fuel to the power system and is in the process of starting 
the power plant now. Tony does not have any indication of how long it will take for 
everything to be back on-line but will provide me with an update and schedule this 
afternoon. 



Important notes - there were no injuries, BP does not believe there were any spills, and 
all equipment functioned properly, including emergency facilities. 



Let me know if I have forgotten anyone or if you have questions/want more information. I 
will send an update as soon as I hear back from Tony.

Good morning Governor Palin, 

I had a customer call me yesterday morning. His name Is D ave Hashaoen. a nd he lives in the Port 



Tongass Village Association near Ketchikan. His number is jPrivileged or FH ls address is P.O. Box 831 1 



Ketchikan, Alaska 99901 . 1 promised him that I would email you and the Commissioner of the 
Department of Administration vi/ith his complaint. I am also copying my division director since our division 
is responsible for the State of Alaska's telecommunications. Mr. Hashagen stated that he had talked with 
someone in the Commissioner's office several weeks ago, but he never heard from anyone via phone or 
mail. He did not recall who he had talked with. 

Here's the situation. The residents in his area no longer have land lines since cell phones were deployed. 
In order to make a call, they have to row out into the middle of the bay to get cell phone connection. They 
have to do this even in bad seas if a call needs to be made. 

His complaint is not being able to talk to a live person whenever he calls State of Alaska numbers during 
normal business hours (8:00am until 5:00pm). All he gets are auto attendants or to leave a voice 
message. He can't just sit in a skiff for hours waiting for someone to call him back. In addition, he has also 
found that many state employees don't update their voice messages if they are on leave or out of their 
office for an extended time. He would like to call and at least have the option to get to another live person. 
He added, "This is inefficient for the public and other government employees as well. We have advanced 
communication technology; but we have a breakdown In communication because State of Alaska 
employees use that technology not to answer their phones. It should be a given if a customer calls the 
state government, they are able to reach a live person." 

Under the previous Meridian phone system our telephones were programmed to either: 

1) go to the Information Operator when the customer pressed during the voice message they 
were listening to 

2) go to another employee in that section that you are calling when you press 

3) go to the Division receptionist when you press 

What I found by calling assorted numbers in my own division as a test and pressing during the voice 
message: 

1) some went into a loop "insisting" you leave a voice message at the callee's voice mailbox 

2) some rolled to the division receptionist 

3) the ETS Help Center's staff personal lines roll to another Help Center analyst phone 

We all know that the State of Alaska has a high staff turnover. I deal with State employees daily and 
whether they are brand new to the State or have been with the state a long time, they need to be trained 
in their positions. Most employees are not showed how to use their phones on their desk. It's assumed 
they know how to use any type of phone. Each system has unique capabilities. The Enterprise 
Technology Services Division provides the following site to assist in learning the current telephone 
system: http://www.state.ak.us/local/akDaaes/ADMIN/infb/VolPDhoneTraininq.PDt 

However, most employees do not know this site even exists. Also, the site does not have the directions 
for State of Alaska staff to reprogram their phone to redirect callers. I have included those directions 
below. Telephone etiquette is no longer a priority. I too encounter auto attendants and voice mails ail day 
long due to the nature of my job duties. But I have the luxury of being able to sit at my desk to receive 
callbacks versus sitting in a skiff in the middle of a bay waiting for a call from someone that I don't know 
is even going to call me back. During my 20 years as a State of Alaska employee, I have seen a serious 
decline in quality customer service. We seem to be making it harder for the public to perform business 
with the State. We don't want to have live contact anymore. It is assumed that everyone has a computer, 
and they know how to use it. I work with internal and external customers all day long, and that is truly not 
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the case. 



Lastly, I supervise the State's Information Operatore. They answer an average of 100 plus calls a day. I answer 
their calls during their breaks and lunch times if their normal backup is not available. I am always told, "I am so 
glad to be talking to a real person. Can you assist me in finding...?" Over 40% of those calls are customers trying 
to find ttie division that administers a particular service. 

Cisco VOIP phones can be programmed by each SOA employee to redirect callers; 

-log into your voice mail 

-select option 4 (setup options) 

-select option 3 (personal settings) 

-select option 4 (alternate contact number) 

-listen to that number that is cunrently programmed 

-select option 1 to change that number 

-enter the new 4-digit number followed by a pound (#) sign (note: after the full deployment of the VOIP phones— 

this step will change to 'enter the new 7-digit number...') 

-then press star/asterisk (*) to exit 

Please note that employees' phones that are part of auto attendants may already be programmed a certain way 
within that auto attendant; and that should be checked before an employee makes any changes to their phone. 

I am going to mail Mr. Hashagen a copy of this email as a confimiation that I did send his complaint to the 
Governor's office and to the Department of Administration's Commissioner's office.

The borough said Thursday that it is prepared to put state aid, aimed at boosting energy 
efficiency in homes, on the fast track.

Borough officials said part of the expected state aid, about $8 million from the Alaska Housing

The housing corporation says homeowners looking for energy rebates under the program must 
work with a trained, certified energy rater to analyze their homes. 

The homeowner can then make improvements, get a follow-up inspection, and apply submitting 
receipts and a report from the rating specialist for a rebate check that could reach as high as 
$10,000 for large-scale improvements.

The rebate program comes as the housing corporation also prepares to expand its long-rmming 
weatherization program to cover homeowners making up to the state's median income, which is 77,700 
for a family of four.

In roughly 2 weeks we should be receiving information from KABATA regarding several terms described to us as 
"absolute must haves" by KABATA staff (Niemic / Hemengway) These terms include a traffic/revenue guarantee 
where the state would have to pay if traffic projections did not materialize; responsibility for millions of dollars a 
year in delay costs if environmental groups appeal the Corps permit, etc., and the financial risks and costs 
attached to those terms that would be imposed on the state. We should also be receiving updated costs 
esfimates on the project. (The current cost estimate for the bridge at $630 million are 3 years old and do not

Hi Governor, 

Earlier in the week I forwarded the press release in which you spoke of the hardship the high fuel costs are having 
on Alaskans. I've received responses from several legislators, all requesting additional information when it 
becomes available (which I will be sure gets distributed). Additionally some have comnrented on their agreement 
with your assessment that a problem exists and could be addressed. Some want to be part of any working groups 
fonned to investigate options. 

Here are some specifics: 

Sen. Wilken suggested an approach similar to legislation sponsored by Sens. Wagoner and Therriault that would 
make payments to utility companies to be passed along as reduced billings to consumers. However, he also felt 
that the focus of the upcoming special session should be solely on AGIA. 

Rep. Kerttula told of the elderly and low income Juneau residents and their struggles to pay not only the elevated 
fuel costs, but also the anticipated higher electrical rates resulting from the avalanche. She acknowledges the 
problems that rural communities have had for years. She stressed that she does not want to "give you a hard 
time" and recognizes the task you are faced with. 

Rep. Seaton is sending an email to Steve Haagenson with a proposal involving net metering (I can send it to you 
if you are interested). 

Rep. Keller has questions and comments for Steve regarding the use of Cook Inlet reserves versus a bullet line. 

These last two I've listed pertain more appropriately to a longer term solution and can be considered later. 

This is just for your information and to let you know that your message has been received in the legislature and 
that many are interested in working with you to find a solution. 

Let me know if there is anything else I can do.

I just got off the phone with Bernard Hajny, BP's Tax Manager. Here's what he told me; 



-The disruption of power affected the 6 Prudhoe processing plants. As I understand it, 
this means the 3 Flow Stations on the Eastern side and the 3 Gathering Centers on the 
Western side. All production that goes through these stations were shut in. This LIKELY 
includes the volumes going through the Endicott pipeline as those volumes come from Flow 
Station 2, but Bernard could not confirm that. 



-It did NOT impact BP's other operations: GPMA, Milne, Northstar, Endicott 



-5 of the 7 generators at the Central Power Station are up with enough power restored to 
start getting the 6 processing stations restored. 



-BP expects to have 3 of the processing stations restored today and the other 3 by the end 
of tomorrow. 



-Bernard said to expect volumes to be down drastically today, with ramping up production 
over the 1-3 days.

Randy, 

I was pleased to read in the Juneau Empire this morning that Governor Palin is not in favor of 
starting the Juneau Access Road in the light of so many unanswered questions regarding its full 
costs. I did want to clarify one point, however. This past Tuesday, May 6, the Environmental 
Protection Agency received a draft Clean Water Act section 404 permit for the Juneau Access 
road from the Army Corps of Engineers. The EPA now has 15 days (xmtil May 21) to review the 
permit and approve it, make additional recommendations, or, if EPA has serious issues with it, 
"elevate" the decision so that it will be decided at a future time at the Washington, D.C. level. 
The dispute resolution process can be read at http.7/www.eDa.aov/owowywetlands/reqs/disDmoa.html . 

In order to issue the section 404 permit, the Corps must determine that there are no less 
environmentally damaging practicable alternatives to the one DOT has proposed. It is unclear 
whether the Corps can defensibly reach that concltision because there are other, practicable 
alternatives that would have fewer adverse effects. For example, the Department of 
Transportation (DOT) could reconfigure the existing ferry system for the Lynn Canal area to 
meet periods of high demand. Further, DOT could accomplish huge savings by operating a ferry 
from Yankee Cove, as Coeur Alaska currently does, rather than the Katzehin River Delta. 

In addition to fee legal hurdles that the project still faces, DOT has yet to calculate realistic cost 
estimates. Specifically, DOT has not completed the geotechnical analysis for this project. Over 
a year ago, DOT terminated their contract with geotechnical consultant Golder and Associates 
for engineering analysis of the the most difficult 20-plus miles of the proposed road route. (I am 
attaching Golder's testimony to this effect before the Senate Transportation Committee hearing 
in February 2008.) Without this analysis, state and federal agencies carmot know the full costs or 
impacts of the project. In light of the fact that the terrain is as challenging and avalanche prone 
as the Snettisham area, it seems only prudent to have an accurate idea as to how much it will cost 
the State to build and maintain a road in the proposed corridor. 

Mayor Weinstein of Ketchikan suggested in a recent letter (attached) to Commissioner Von 
Scheben that this cancellation of the geotechnical analysis was a deliberate effort to conceal from 
the agencies and the public the true costs of this project 

Governor Palin has indicated that she is concerned about the costs associated with the project 
and wishes to take a fiscally conservative approach to these kinds of big projects. It would 
therefore make sense for DOT, during the months and perhaps years it takes to resolve the legal 
issues, to complete the geotechnical analysis for all areas of the proposed corridor and provide 
the State and people of Alaska with an accurate cost estimate. 

Should you or the Governor have questions regarding the EPA permit review process, Chris

We are writing to request that you meet with us in person about the energy crisis 
affecting our home and neighbors, as well as our whole state. Today we received a letter 
from General Campbell, but it does not cover all our concerns and we feel it is still 
critical to discuss these issues with you personally. 



The community of Juneau faces a steep increase in our electricity costs due to losing 1.5 
miles of line and several transmission towers from our hydroelectric power plant at 
Snettisham. It has been estimated that our electricity costs will be increased by 500% 
for one month and 350% for two additional months . 



The economic impact this will have on our residents, small businesses, and nonprofit 
organizations is huge. A small business that normally has a $1,000 electric bill will 
have $9,000 in additional costs that were not budgeted, and a household which normally has 
a $100 electric bill during the spring months will have $900 in additional costs. Very 
few businesses and households have the money available to fill that gap. 



Our offices have been contacted by cozens of citizens and businesses who are deeply 
concerned about their ability to survive the increase. In addition, we are incredibly 
concerned about our local school district, which estimates its additional energy costs to 
be in the neighborhood of $400,000, money we are sure everyone would rather see spent on 
textbooks and teachers. 



While we have not seen these increases yet, the entire community is poised on the edge and 
we are readying ourselves for this hit. We know the impact will be devastating. We 
expect the three-month crises will extract $18-20 million from Juneau's economy in direct 
costs alone. 



We are very aware of the energy crisis facing all of Alaska. We want to be part of the 
solution, and we think we have worthwhile ideas that will lead us forward. We hope that 
you will bee with us so that together we can work to help not only Juneau, but our whole 
state.

We are writing to request that you meet with us in person about the energy 
crisis affecting our home and neighbors, as well as our whole state. Today 
we received a letter from General Campbell, but it does not cover all our 
concerns and we feel it is still critical to discuss these issues with you 
personally. 

The community of Juneau faces a steep increase in our electricity costs due 
to losing 1 . 5 miles of line and several transmission towers from our 
hydroelectric power plant at Snettisham. It has been estimated that our 
electricity costs will be increased by 500% for one month and 350% for two 
additional months. 

The economic impact this will have on our residents, small businesses, and 
nonprofit organizations is huge. A small business that normally has a $1,000 
electric bill will have $9,000 in additional costs that were not budgeted, 
and a household which normally has a $100 electric bill during the spring 
months will have $900 in additional costs. Very few businesses and 
households have the money available to fill that gap. 

Our offices have been contacted by cozens of citizens and businesses who are 
deeply concerned about their ability to survive the increase. In addition, 
we are incredibly concerned about our local school district, which estimates 
its additional energy costs to be in the neighborhood of $400,000, money we

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are sure everyone would rather see spent on textbooks and teachers. 

While we have not seen these increases yet, the entire community is poised 
on the edge and we are readying ourselves for this hit. We know the impact 
will be devastating. We expect the three-month crises will extract $18-20 
millioii from Juneau's economy in direct costs alone. 

We are very aware of the energy crisis facing all of Alaska. We want to be 
part of the solution, and we think we have worthwhile ideas that will lead us 
forward. We hope that you will bee with us so that together we can work to 
help not only Juneau, but our whole state.

Union is to blame for prison dispute

1 am retiring after 30 years of public service with the Department of Corrections. I would like Alaskans to 

know the story behind the efforts of the corrections officers union to have Commissioner Joe Schmidt fired. 

Throughout my career I have witnessed the daily sacrifice our officers make each day to ensure continued 

public safety. They work 12-hour shifts, seven days a week among the most dangerous criminals in the state 

of Alaska. 

In any organization there are staffers who are not worthy to retain their job. The fewest number often 

generate the greatest publicity and the loudest complaints of being treated unfairly. 

Disciplinary actions are often a response to egregious behavior that jeopardizes the safety of others and 

must remain confidential to ensure the rights of all concerned. State officials do not have the luxury of 

discussing outcomes of personnel actions publicly. The inability to respond allows opposing views to create 

explanations that may not tell the whole story. There is always more to the story. Sometimes officers have 

retained their jobs due to technical errors, similar to that found in a court of law. 

Commissioner Schmidt has attempted to hold people responsible for their behavior. I have watched his 

career from the beginning, as well as his father before him. He has spent his career caring about others and 

any attempt to paint him otherwise is a blatant lie. 

It is the clear intent of the union to "co-manage" the Department of Corrections. It wanted to dictate the 

agenda and do so in an adversarial manner. Commissioner Schmidt rightfully refused to conduct business in 

such a manner. 

The union has chosen a smear campaign and has blitzed correctional staff with such propaganda that it 

would be difficult to know the truth. If strife and discourse is the best representation the union has to offer, 

that is unfortunate for Alaska's correctional officers who deserve the best. 

Commissioner Schmidt will continue to do the best job possible. A new prison will begin construction to 

alleviate overcrowding. Reinstating programs to provide basic skills to prisoners will make a difference in 

some who are released from custody. Staff will remain accountable and responsible while ensuring proven 

safe correctional practices are continued. 

No question, there are problems to solve. The union has announced that it will not meet with Commissioner 

Schmidt. I will hope for a more mature solution for the sake of the officers they represent.

"We've said all along that (liquefied natural gas) needs to be looked at closely before we 
can make a decision on the TransCanada license," Revenue Commissioner Patrick Galvin said. 
"It has been a significant part of the analysis." 

Galvin is a member of the governor's gas line team and says the all-Alaska route is still 
being reviewed. 

"We believe that we're taking a look very even-handedly at all issues and we want to make 
sure our decision is one that goes to maximizing the benefits of Alaskans," Galvin said. 
"We're leaving the door open for all options." 

Harris says after making the trip, he believes Alaska's energy future lies in the Far 
East, not across the Canadian prairie. 

"I think a project that goes through Alaska and provides gas for Alaskans and provides 
jobs for Alaskans and not Canadians is the best way to go," he said. "That fight will 
place in another few days." 

The Palin administration is scheduled to announce next week if it will recommend the 
TransCanada bid. State lawmakers are due back in Juneau for a special session on the gas 
line project early next month.

Politicians look east for natural gas customers

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — A delegation of Alaska political figures is just back from a trip to 
China. Their mission was to find out if there's a market for Alaska natural gas in the Far 
East. 

They say they'll use what they found out to put pressure on Gov. Sarah Palin in the 
upcoming battle over the gas pipeline project. 

The group included former Gov. Wally Hickel and House Speaker John Harris, who says the 
trip convinced him even more that an all-Alaska gas line is the best choice. 

"Alaskans would benefit more by that, by being able to sell their gas to those folks at a 
higher price than we could sell it to the United States," Harris said. 

The Alaska political figures met in Beijing with leaders of China's giant energy company 
Sinopec and in Tokyo with representatives of Mitsubishi Corporation, Tokyo Electric and 
Tokyo Gas. 

Harris says the message was the same at each stop — the Far East is clamoring for Alaska 
natural gas. 

"We came away with the feeling, and I think they're gonna be writing it down in a letter 
to the governor, that they would take all the gas we could provide as soon as we could 
provide it in the form of liquefied natural gas," Harris said. 

Harris says Gov. Hickel hopes to meet with Gov. Palin soon to discuss the China trip and 
to push again for an all-Alaska pipeline project that could ship liquefied gas to domestic 
and foreign markets. 

"Many people voted for this governor based upon the fact they thought she was gonna be an 
advocate for an all-Alaska gas line," Harris said. "That doesn't seem like that's the case 
now." 

The Palin gas line team says the bid from TransCanada for a pipeline to the Lower 48 was 
the only proposal to meet the requirements of the governor's Alaska Gasline Inducement 
Act, or AGIA. 

"We've said all along that (liquefied natural gas) needs to be looked at closely before we 
can make a decision on the TransCanada license," Revenue Commissioner Patrick Galvin said. 
"It has been a significant part of the analysis." 

Galvin is a member of the governor's gas line team and says the all-Alaska route is still 
being reviewed. 

"We believe that we're taking a look very even-handedly at all issues and we want to make 
sure our decision is one that goes to maximizing the benefits of Alaskans," Galvin said.

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"We're leaving the door open for all options." 

Harris says after making the trip, he believes Alaska's energy future lies in the Far 
East, not across the Canadian prairie. 

"I think a project that goes through Alaska and provides gas for Alaskans and provides 
jobs for Alaskans and not Canadians is the best way to go," he said. "That fight will 
place in another few days . " 

The Palin administration is scheduled to announce next week if it will recommend the 
TransCanada bid. State lawmakers are due back in Juneau for a special session on the gas 
line project early next month.

Recent rapid increases in fuel costs have focused attention on migration and the viability of remote rural 
Alaska communities. This report reviewed existing studies and data sources relating to the economic and 
social viability of remote rural Alaska communities.* We looked for possible linkages between high fuel 
costs and migration. 

Our review indicates the following: 



• Migration from smaller places toward larger places is an ongoing phenomenon that is more 
noticeable when birth rates drop; 

• There is no systematic empirical evidence that fuel prices, by themselves, have been a definitive 
cause of migration; 

• The pursuit of economic and educational opportunities appear to be a predominant cause of 
migration; 

• Currently available survey data are not sufficient to definitively determine other reasons for 
mignation, which could include concerns about public safety and/or alcohol abuse; 

• Most of the survey data pre-date the latest rapid increase (2006-2008) in fuel prices. 

We suggest several ways that better data could be collected on community viability and the reasons for 
migration. 

We conclude that fuel costs matter, but they do not seem to be a definitive driver of migration. However, 
because migration appears to be related to earnings, the people who are hardest hit by high fuel costs 
may be least able to afford to move. The problem of high fuel costs is an urgent challenge that needs to 
be addressed, in-espective of the complex effects of fuel prices on migration.

AFN FISH AND WILDLIFE COMMISSION PROPOSAL 

At their May 13^^ full board meeting, AFN approved, in concept, a proposal to create a 
federally funded Alaska Native Fish and Wildlife Commission. 

Ahtna CEO Ken John introduced this measure. It now goes to AFN's legislative 
committee for review and more work on the language. 

I requested a copy but was told that AFN is not ready to release it. 

Here are what appear to be some of the basic elements of the proposal: 

• AFN will ask Congress to invoke "constitutional" authority over Native lands. The 
argument: state management of fish and wildlife is detrimental to the subsistence 
way of life. 

• AFN will seek an amendment to the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act to create 
an Alaska Native Fish and Wildlife Commission. 

• The Secretary of Interior and Secretary of Agriculture would work with the 
Commission to establish a co-management structure 

• The Commission would be funded by the Interior Department - to provide support 
staff and fish and wildlife monitoring. 

• The Commission would oversee fish and wildlife management on Native 
allotments and Native corporation lands. This includes regional and village 
corporations. 

• Regional and village corporations could opt out - or restrict use of their lands. 

• Initially, the Secretary of Interior would help to negotiate a co-management 
structure. Regional advisory councils would be part of this process. The state 
would be invited as a non-voting member. 

• One a co-management structure is set up, a commission would be appointed, with 
one member from each of the 12 ANCSA regions. 

• Under ANCSA, Native corporations received about 46 million acres - so 
combined with Federal land, this would remove a lot of land out of state control 

Spoke with Ken Johns during a break. He said in the Ahtna region alone, his proposal 
would move about 2 million acres out of state control. 

Johns said this proposal was born out of frustration over the state's handling of Nelchina 
moose and caribou hunts. He opposes ADF&G's income limits on Tier II Subsistence 
permits. 

During the meeting, other AFN Board members voiced support, citing: 

• Frustration over ADF&G enforcement 

10/15/2009 
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• Claims that subsistence hunters are harassed by Fish and Wildlife Protection Officers 

• Fees for permits that, with the high cost of fuel, have become increasingly burdensome. 

What kind of legs this proposal will get remains to be seen, but it will no doubt increase 
pressure on ADF&G.

Mr. Kenneth Carlin, my uncle, and mother's brother, who lives in Wasilla does not have 
email access, so he suggested that my mother (Jackie Simonelli) and I email you regarding 
treatment for your son Trig, who was diagnosed with Down's Syndrome. I'm Tony Simonelli, 
Mr. Carlin' s nephew, who found out about your son in a recent article in the Washington 
Post dated May 10th entitled "What Is Normal and What is Perfect: Governor, Mom Talks 
About Son." 
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My mother, Jackie, and I wanted to pass along some information about treatment for Down's 
Syndrome that we think would be beneficial for Trig. It's about the Institutes for the 
Achievement of Human Potential (lAHP) which is a non-profit organization in Philadelphia, 
PA. lAHP has had great success treating brain-injured children - including children with 
Down's Syndrome. I was on lAHP's Program and it greatly improved my cerebral palsy and 
vision problems . 

Here is some background on lAHP. It was started by Glenn Doman in 1955. The Institutes 
teaches parents how to treat their children at home. Children are evaluated at lAHP in 
Philadelphia, and a complete program of neurological organization is designed for the 
family and the brain- injured child. The family is taught about the program and returns 
home to carry out the program on the brain-injured child. The goal of the program is to 
give each child a fighting chance to be well (have normal age-related neurological 
function) no matter how severely the child may be brain-injured. For a more complete 
background I highly recommend reading the book: 



What To Do About Your Brain-injured Child: Or Your Brain-damaged, Mentally Retarded, 
Mentally Deficient, Cerebral-Palsied, Epileptic, Autistic, Athetoid, Hyperactive, 
Attention Deficit Disorder (Pub. 2005, by Glenn Doman.) It's out in both hardcover and 
paperback, and it's available in most bookstores and Amazon.com .

{The following is from my mother, Jackie Simonelli} - 



[Dear Governor Palin: 



I would like to add how and why we used the program of lAHP. Our son, Tony, was born 2 
1/2 months premature and his lungs were not fully developed (lacked surfactant) in what is 
called medically Hyaline Membrane disease (which is what the John F. Kennedy baby had but 
died) . Drs. said the surfactant would kick in, in 72 hours and he would be okay, but he 
took a big breath on his second day and blew a hole in his right lung which caused loss of 
oxygen to his brain at that time (hypoxia) . He weighed 4 lb. 5 oz. which helped but, Tony 
had to stay in the hospital for 2 months before we could bring him home. This loss of 
oxygen to his brain caused him vision problems plus cerebral palsy. When Tony started to 
crawl, we noticed he would drag his right leg, plus his eyes were crossed (strabismus) . I 
met a woman whose son was on the lAHP program and she suggested I write them about Tony's 
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birth history. lAHP wrote back and suggested we come to Philadelphia for a consultation. 
We did and 

the rest is history — Tony was on their program for approx. 3 H years and improved with 
each year (in grade school he played little league baseball, soccer, and basketball {not 
the best player, but he loved it none the less.) He is now 32 years old, went to O.C.

I want to thank you for your efforts to return Alaska to the days when ^^statesmen", not 
"bring home the bacon" politicians served Alaska (as opposed to themselves.) This is 
particularly important during times of plenty, and I commend you. Not since Sen. Alriss 
Sturgulewski told me twenty years ago (back when I was Skagway Mayor) that she almost 
regretted Alaska's oil wealth because it had destroyed political cooperation, have I heard 
one of our prominent elected officials express such common-sense fiscal prudence. In 
particular, I applaud your attempts to restrict capital fund expenditures to projects that 
address statewide, not just local, problems. Plus, I appreciate your attempts to use 
current, probably short-lived, income surpluses to address Alaska's future fiscal 
operating obligations. 

So, I was greatly pleased to read in a recent Juneau Empire article that your office was 
quoted, as follows, regarding the Juneau Access Road: "It does not make sense to go out to 
bid for part of a road when there is pending litigation and the outcome of that litigation 
could change the whole scope of the project or not allow it at all." Even ignoring the 
potential litigation, I believe that you fully appreciate the imprudence of starting a 
costly project before funding is fully in-hand. In this case, substantial financial 
resources would be diverted from other Alaskan projects for several years in order to 
construct a parallel, transportation system with a very dubious cost/benefit ratio. As 
the owner of an investment advisory business, I can say with complete confidence that if a 
fraction of the necessary construction costs were placed into a Transportation Endowment 
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Fund, the earnings alone would be sufficient to pay for the plane and ferry tickets for 
all travelers in Upper Lyn 

n Canal for many decades. 

Again, I applaud your fiscal restraint and your prudence in not committing to this road 
project. However, I also hope that you understand that transportation is indeed an 
important issue in Juneau. I travel monthly between Juneau and Skagway and certainly 
welcome a fast, reliable option. I am very pleased that your administration has taken 
some good, initial steps to improve ferry scheduling. In my opinion, regularly scheduled, 
fast ferries in North Lynn Canal would satisfy nearly everyone's traveling needs. The 
main opposition, however, seems to come from DOT/PF itself, not the traveling public. 
That opposition would largely disappear, if only the Marine Highway System did not 
comprise so much of their State-funded operating budget. Therefore, in the interest of 
leveling the playing field at DOT/PF, I ask that you lobby our federal delegation to allow 
the Alaska Marine Highway System to utilize federal highway capital and operational funds 
according to the same formulas availa 

ble for regular highway systems. If successful, you could upgrade and operate the Alaska 
Marine Highway System using federal funds, and more easily and fairly weigh such upgrades 
against other transportation projects of statewide interest. Let's take departmental, 
budgetary politics out of such decisions. 

Keep up the good work.

1. STEEL DYNAMICS' OMNISOURCE TO BUY RECYCLE SOUTH LLC FOR 
$505 MILUON 

Steel Dynamics Inc. subsidiary OmniSource Corp. will acquire Recycle South LLC, a 
large, regional scrap metal recycler in Spartanburg, S.C. for about $505 million. 
Under the terms of the transaction, OmniSource, which already owns about 25% of 
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Recycle South, will pay $232 mlllfon In cash to Recycle South shareholders, who 
will also receive 3.938 million shares of Steel Dynamics common stock valued at 
$138 million. OmniSource will also assume certain liabilities, including net debt of 
about $135 million at closing. Recycle South, which employs approximately 600 
people at 19 locations in the Carolinas and Georgia, was formed in August 2007 
through the merger of Carolinas Recycling Group and Atlantic Scrap and 
Processing. Recycle South generated revenues of about $670 million from the 
processing of about 1.4 million tons of ferrous scrap and 150 million pounds of 
non-ferrous scrap over the 12-month period ending on March 31, 2008.

Governor's Office Staff: 

We will have a major power outage at the Jioneau Datacenter on June 1 
between 2 a.m. and 2 p.m. I have spoken with the Acting Chief of Staff for 
Governor PaUn, the Deputy Chief of Staff for Lt. Governor Parnell, the Director 
of the Division of Elections and the Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget to identify critical Juneau email accounts that must be moved to the 
Anchorage server in the event these accounts are needed during that 
timeframe. 

Your email account has been identified as one that needs to be available during 
this power outage. This outage affects most services housed in or routed 
through the Juneau Datacenter such as email boxes in Juneau and the 
Juneau Wide Area Network (WAN). Your mailbox will be moved to Anchorage 

prior to June 1^* and moved back to Juneau after the power has been 
restored. 

Chris Jones from the Department of Administration, Enterprise Technology- 
Services (ETTS) will be coordinating this move with you. He will be contacting 
you the week of May 19*^ to arrange a convenient time to move your mailbox. 
The mailboxes will be moved as close to June 1^* as possible as a slight 
performance degradation cem occur when your mailbox is in a different location 
than you are. Your mailbox wiQ be unavailable during the move which will 
occur outside of normal business hours and can take between 30 minutes and 
2-3 hours depending on the size of yoxir mailbox. Please note that ETS is 
coordinating this effort with the Office of the Governor's IT staff.

• Email on Blackberries and other mobile devices will NOT work 
anywhere in the state.

ISER Research Matters No. 32 Attracting and Keeping Students at the University of Alaska 
May 19, 2008 

Two new ISER research summaries report on progress the University of Alaska is making in attracting 
and keeping students— and providing them with a good, affordable education. Theodore L. Kassier and 
Alexandra Hill looked at what UA has done toward meeting a number of goals in the past decade, and 
Diane Hirshberg and Diane Erickson interviewed Alaska Native alumni of UAA to find out what UAA could 
do to improve Alaska Native graduation rates. So how is UA doing? The researchers found that it's a 
mixed bag of successes and continuing challenges. 

• UA is attracting a growing share of Alaska's college-bound freshmen, up from 42% in 1996 to 63% 
in 2006. But only about a third of Alaska's high-school students attend college at all, and only 20% 
attend college in-state. 

• Alaska has among the lowest high-school and college graduation rates in the country. Only 27% of 
all full-time UA students working toward bachelor's degrees get those degrees within six years, 
compared with 56% nationwide. The college-graduation rate is especially low among Alaska Native 
students; only about 10% get bachelor's degrees within six years. 

• Alaska Native graduates of the Anchorage campus cite a number of personal reasons for the low 
graduation rate— including lack of role models, difficulty in paying for college, and feelings of 
dislocation. 

But they also report that staff and faculty provided little help in navigating un^miliar admission and 
enrollment requirements and didn't provide enough information about the course-level structure, 
prerequisites, and degree requirements. 

• But the Alaska Native graduates also cited several things that helped them succeed, while so 
many others didn't Those include participating in many activities, both in high school and college; 
having support of family, teachers and employers, and — most important— -never giving up: being 
determined to succeed, despite any barriers. 

• A UA program that awards four-year scholarships to students who were in the top 1 0% of their 
high-school classes is drawing about 40% of those top students. Still, many of the incoming 
freshmen at UA can't read, write, or do math at college level, and the school offers thousands of 
hours of remedial courses. 

• Tuition for four-year programs at UA has gone up 56% since 2000. But UA is still a relative bargain 
among four-year programs at public universities, because tuition across the country has gone up 
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74% since 2000. 
• Very high costs to operate UA's remote community campuses are hampering efforts to offer more 
programs and services for rural Aiasl<ans. But UA has doubled the number of distance-education courses it 
offers since 1997.
